a year to a year and a half. 
Every 
minute t::c balance wheel turns on its 
axis 450 times and 27,000 times in an 
hour. Accepting a year as the time the 
ordinary watch will run with oue oil­ 
ing, he finds that if the driver of a lo­ 
comotive wras as well oiled as a balance 
wheel of a watch it ought to run OO 
mileS" an hour day and night for 048 
days, or well on to two years, with one 
oiling. 
In that time it would traverse 
a distance equal to nearly 40 times the 
circumference of tho earth. 
In view of the fact that in reality 
few locomotives will run oue day with­ 
out reoiling, he maintains that the 
watchmaker has developed his art to a 
far greater degree than the locomotive 
builder has yet been able to reach.—
